An area strawberry crop hit 


by spring frosts and recent high 
temperatures was struck late 
this week by yet another dis- 
aMer. 


Hundreds of tons of berries 


were lost after some were found 
infested by an insect n e v e r 
before known to hit berries — 
the flower beetle. 


A spokesman 
for the local 


Federal-State Inspection

ice's fruit and vegetable section 
said inspectors found 
infesta- 


tions of flower beetle larvae in 
retries Thursday morning and 
that infestations got progres- 
sively worse.

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Greetings To North Vietnam 


The air attacks on the Hanoi and Haiphong1 industrial 


complex at home and abroad. 


The Japanese and Filipinos applaud the bombing of the 


fuel oil storage sites as a long delayed and necessary 
deterrent to continued Communist aggression. The same 
reaction comes from Thailand and Indonesia, the latter just 
recently liberated from Communist domination. 


The European reaction, except for the official words from 


Prime Minister Wilson of Great Britain, shifts from hostility 
to apprehension. 


It follows in more forthright form the sentiments 


expressed by some Congressmen who feel stepping up the 
war's pace is a poor way to lure an opponent to the peace 
conference table. This view has substantial support from the 
man in the street, even among some who have been saying 
the U.S. should fiprht or get out by not try to hang 
suspended between the two poles. 


These air raids followed shortly on a leak in Washington 


circles which rumored that the Administration was planning 
an expansion of our military effort. The usual denial ensued 
and then the big blast let loose. 


Three principal reasons appear to motivate taking the 


fight into the enemy's territory. 


One is purely military. The North Vietnamese for some 


time have been dispersing their fuel dumps and other supply 
depots in anticipation of what took place this week. The U.S. 
military leaders finally convinced the President that now is 
the time to obliterate the target before it is scattered beyond 
effective demolition. 


Secondly, the Administration is betting that a blow 


against North Vietnam will not bring Red China into the 
conflict to any greater extent than she is now funneling 
supplies and technicians to the enemies of South Vietnam. 
This hunch has to be premised on the further guess that 
Russia would not permit its Communist partner to stray 
from her uncertain neutrality. 


Finally and perhaps most important of all is 
the 


psychology in the move. 


The direct attacks on Hanoi and Haiphong are a 


demonstration to friendly southeastern Asian countries to 
continue their resistance to Communist aggression from 
China and in so doing they can count on active American 
sunport. 


The assaults are also designed to silence critics within the 


Administration itself who make no pretense of hiding their 
opinion that Defense Secretary McNamara is taking LBJ 
down a primrose bath to all out war. These are the 
spearheads in the "nervous Nellies" group which Johnson 
singled out for a tongue lashing at a recent college 
commencement address. 


Across the globe from Washington this same message is 


beamed at the leadership in North Vietnam. 


The Communists 12 years ago shoved the French put of 


what then was French Indo-China not through military 
punishment but by a mental drive against Frenchmen in 
the homeland. The French public gave up long before their 
soldiers lost the Dien Bien Phu stronghold. 


The North Vietnamese leaders and the Viet Cong in South 


Vietnam have counted on this same homefront weav/iness to 
bring the war to the same stalemate which later can be 
converted into a less bloodier victory for the Communists. 


Johnson seeks to turn the tables and by intensifying the 


U.S. effort infuse that sense of weariness into the Reds. 


His action is the calculated risk, but no other choice is 


available. 


Our country and its Free World counterparts some time 


ago resigned themselves to the fact that Communism is here 
to stay. This is the doctrine of peaceful co-existence. 


This does not, however, have to concede that the Free 


World should remain on the defensive and allow Communism 
to peck away at its preserve under such conditions and 
timing as the hitter chooses. 


This is the way the schoolboy bully terrorizes the good 


l<ids until one of two things happens. Either the good kids 
become penned up at home or some tough minded good kid 
flattens the bully at his own game. 


Gigantic Water Plan 


That the water crisis which hit the Eastern seaboard last 


summer, and may reappear again this year, is far from 
solved was apparent at a water symposium held in Buffalo, 
N.Y. 


No one at the meeting spoke of past crises. All eyes were 


on the future, and what would be required to provide ever- 
increasing supplies of fresh 
water to 
un expanding 


population. 


As befits a major problem which has not been solved by u 


proliferation of minor remedies (such as not serving water 
in restaurants), the solutions discussed at the seminar were 
exotic and expensive. But they might work. 


One suggestion was to utilize the 350-mile Erie Canal 


system, which crosses seven drainage basins, to manage 
water supplies in the New York-New England region. This 
would provide a ready-made system for the transfer and 
flow control of water reserves. 


Another proposed solution was even more dramatic, and 


the potential success far greater. A Canadian engineer, 
Thomas W. Kierans, presented a plan he developed to 
transform James Bay at the southern tip of Hudson Bay 
into a huge reservoir which would feed the Great Lakes and 
provide both Canada and the United States a fresh water 
supply equivalent to two Niagaras. 


Kierans' plan involves damming James Bay and diverting 


north flowing rivers into the huge basin. The water would be 
brought south in open channels of several rivers to Lake 
Huron, and would require several pumping stations alnug 
the route. 


Coupling the 300.000 square mile source of fresh water to 


the Great Lakes would aid in stabilizing water levels in the 
lakes, as well as provide a large new source for distribution. 
After a capital investment of 82 billion, the Canadian 
calculates delivery costs at 1.5 to 2 cents a thousand gallons. 


Convincing his own government of the advantages of 


sending water south might be the most difficult part of Mr. 
Kierans' selling job. In 1050, the Canadian government 
spiked talk of exporting water to the United States with a 
note which said Canada had no water available for diversion. 


However, Congress passed a law in 1965 authorizing the 


Army Corps of Engineers to begin plans for the movement 
of water from river basins which normally feed Lake 
Ontario and the St. Lawrence River to the Eastern 
Seaboard. 


Both governments might soon look more favorably on a 


\vater reclamation program in the North of the scope 
envisioned by one Canadian engineer. 


Logical Decision 


For 82 years, the last word in political refusals has been 


Gen. William Tecumseh Sherman's 1884 telegram: "If 
nominated, I will not accept; if elected, I will not serve." 


Anybody who uses any other words to disavow interest in 


an elective office is likely to be asked if he means it as 
absolutely as Sherman did. 


Now Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York has found a 


way to phrase it which sounds every bit as unequivocal as 
the Sherman statement—"I speak as one who has taken 
himself out of national contention, completely and forever, 
without reservation." 


It remains to be seen whether Rockefeller's "forever" 


really is eternal, but his lack of success in national forays 
indicates that it is. 


The first thing the Republican party needs to do is to 


make the best showing it can in the 1066 elections. Nothing 
can be gained if it starts choosing up sides for 1968 before 
that preliminary hurdle has been leaped.

from emphasis on what were

and his years as a dominant 
factor in the Senate.

ways seem- to be able to find a 
new controversy in which to 
embroil ilself. Usually they are 
partisan in nature, but every so 
often some congressional group

In recent years, Congress has 


developed a new era of contro- 
versy—the building and main- 
tenance of the capilol and its 
contiguous office buildings and 
other structures. H got into a 
lot 
of controversy over con- 


struction of a new Senate office 
building and added a lot more 
in

of 
the 


Ruyburn House office building. 


Apparently undaunted, a bi- 


partisan congressional g r o u p 
hns approved plans to extend 
the west front of the Capitol at 
a cost of $34 million. The group 
hns the power to approve the 
plans, but Congress itself must 
appropriate the necessary mon- 
ey, 
and here is where 
the 


differences will be fought out. 


The plan would increase the 


size of the capitol by about 25 
per cent. Its proponents say it 
is necessary because the west 
front is crumbling and some- 
thing must be done about it. 
The 
idea 
is to extend 
the 


portion to place in it architec- 
luial harmony with the size and 
balance of the rest 
of 
the 


structure. 


Opponents are legion. They 


include senators and represent- 
atives, people opposed to gov- 
ernmental 
extravagance, and 


most important of all, people 
who are interested in preserv- 
ing historic structures in ''Wash- 
ington. Among the latter group 
is no less an organization than 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. 


The AIA is opposed because it 


would obliterate all that now 
remains of the original external 
portion of the eapitol that dates 
back to the early days of the 
republic. 


One senator says the new 


area will be used partly as a 
restaurant, and he feels the 
present restaurants are losing 
enough money already. 


If you want to see the capitol 


In its present form, don't hurry. 
It'll be here for a while.

discard a heart or a diamond, 
and in either case, South makes 
the rest of the tricks. 


If we go back to the beginning 


of the hand, we find that East 
made the wrong play at trick 
two, when he returned a club 
instead of a heart. East should 
have realized that the heart 
lead by West had to be either a 
singleton or a doubleton. 


In both cases, a heart return 


was 
relatively 
safe 
because 


West would either ruff the heart 
immediately if he had a single- 
ton, or ruff the heart later if he 
had a doubleton. 


It was certainly not easy for 


East to anticipate that if he 
failed to return a heart at trick 
two he would eventually run 
into a squeeze, but who ever 
said that bridge is an easy 
game?

porch on a 


warm summer evening when 
.he fiery ball appeared in the 
sky. At the time it seemed as if 
ilie meteorite would strike their 
Tome. However, it landed in the 
jack yard instead and imbedded 
tself in the ground. 


Connie 
Both, an 11-year-old 


neighbor of the Groves' wrote to 
Frost's 
daughter, 
Mrs. E.A. 


Southwick, of Seattle, Wash, to 
find out more about the meteo- 
rite. Mrs. Southwick 
replied 


hat since she was four years 
old at the time she did not 
remember much about it. How- 
ver, her father did tell her that 
he hot meteorite hart fallen at 
night during the summer and 
niricd itself in the ground in a 
:ield behind the house. The area 
is now the Hollywood Heights 
subdivision. 


Grove was also told that the 


Frost loaded the rock onto a 
sloneboat and hauled it to the 
Tont yard. It took two teams of 
lorses to pull the load. 


Mrs. 
Grove 
said 
that the 


meteorite has remained in that 
area every since and many 
visitors, most of them former 
neighbors or relatives of neigh- 
bors have come to view it.

Mrs. Grove said that several 


years 
ago an

meteorite and analyzed it as 
being composed of felsite and 
phonolite.
